William Ellsworth “Dummy” Ноу 
(1862-1961) was a in 
major league baseball, being the 
first deaf player to have along 
and successful career. Born in 
1862 in Houcktown, northern 
Ohio, he graduated from the 
Ohio School for the Deaf and 
went on to start his professional 
career in 1886. Hoy played for 
several major-league teams 
from 1888 to 1902, including 

five seasons with the Cincinnati 
Red Stockings. He enjoyed an 


impressive on 


professional teams and was one 
of the few players to have played 
in four of the five major leagues: 
The National League, the 
short-lived Players’ League, the 
original American Association, 
and the American League.

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Despite being one of the 
smallest players in the league 
at 5'4" or 5'5" and weighing 
between 145-155 pounds, he 
was known for his 

on the field. As a 
celebrated "flyhawk," he was 
widely regarded as one of the 
best centerfielders of his time, 
with a skill level on par with 
that of baseball legends like 
Joe DiMaggio, Willie Mays, and 
Tris Speaker. 


Hoy played a pioneering 

role in creating the hand 

signals that are still used in 
baseball and softball games 
worldwide. When he started his 
professional career in Oshkosh, 
umpires shouted out all their 
calls. This meant that when he 
was at bat, Hoy had to ask his 
coach if a ball or strike had been 
called, which made him an easy 
target for opposing pitchers 
who could quick-pitch him. In 
around 1887, Hoy reportedly 
wrote a request to his third-base 
coach, asking him to raise his 
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left arm for a ball and his right 
arm for a strike. Hoy could follow 
these hand signals after each 
pitch and be ready for the next 
one. Umpires and other players 
found these signals so useful 
that they became standard 
practice and are still used today. 
Hoy also adapted the "out" and 
"safe" signals from American 
Sign Language. Thus, he and 
other early players like Edward 
Joseph "Dummy" Dundon and 
Luther Haden "Dummy" Taylor 
can be credited with creating 
the intricate systern of baseball 
hand signals, including the 
urnpire's signals, manager's 

call signals to batters, and 
outfielders' call signals that are 
now used at all levels of baseball 
and softball. 


Hoy passed away in Cincinnati 
in 1961 at the remarkable age 
of 99 years and 5 months, 
leaving behind a legacy of
